RESOLUTION 

Subject : Report of the Review Cointnittee on tlte future 
development of National Council of Educational 
Research dnd Training : orders on — 

No. t. 1-3/6S-NCERT . — As school education is essentially 
a State subject, the role of the Centre in this field broadly 
relates to (a) serving as a clearing house of ideas and infor- 
mation; (b) conducting research, experiments and pilot pro- 
jects; and (c) generally providing innovative impulses, 
especially in programmes of qualitative improvement It was 
in the light of this role that some central institutions func- 
tioning in the field of school education were first established. 
These included; the Central Institute of Education (1947); 
the Central Bureau of Textbooks Research and the Central 
Bureau of Educational and Vocational Guidance (1954); the 
All India Council for Secondary Education (1955) which 
later on became the Directorate of Extension Programmes for 
Secondary Education (1959); the National Institute of Basic 
Education and the National Fundamental Education Centre 
(1956); and the National Institute of Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion (1959). As these small and somewhat isolated institu- 
tions did not' adequately serve the broad purposes contem- 
plated, in a coordinated way, they were merged together to 
form the Notional Council of Educational Research and 
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Training (1961) and tour Regional Colleges u£ Education 
estahiisned thereunder. 

2. To review and evaluate the activities and programmes 
of the National Council of Educational Research & Training 
and to make recommendations regarding their future, the 
Government of India appointed a Review Committee under 
the Chairmanship of Dr. B. D. Nag Chaudhuri, Member 
(Science), Planning Commission (1968). The report of the 
Committee has since been received. Its recommendations 
have been examined by the Government of India in the light 
of the views of the Governing Body of the Council, expressed 
thereon. The decisions of the Government on the major 
recommendations of the Committee are indicated below ; 

3. Rule of the Council : The principal function of the 
Council is to assist the Ministry of Education & Youth Ser- 
vices in the formation and implementation of its policies and 
major programmes in the field of school education and to 
this end to devcjop the necessary research, experiments pilot 
projects, advanced level training and extension services, 1 o 
discharge these functions satisfactorily, it should maintain 
close liaison with the Ministry, the State Education Depart- 
ments and the Universities. The Council should act as the 
principal academic adviser of the Ministry, keep it informed 
of the emerging trends and developments in the field of 
school education in the country, orient its programmes in the 
light of policy requirements enunciated by the Ministry and 
implement the programmes of (he Ministry in this field as 
outlined from (une to time. The Director and the senior 
officers of the Council should maintain effective contact with 
the Secretary and senior officers of the Ministry of Education 
& V outh Services for this purpose and function in. close and 
continuous collaboration, with them. The Council should 
also maintain close contact with the Education Secretaries and 
the Directors of Education/Public Instruction in the States 
and Union Territories and develop effective working relation- 
ships with the State Institutes of Education (or State Councils 
of Educational Research and Training) through collaborative 
programmes of research or improvement of school education 
and exchange of staff. Similar relationships should also be 
developed with university departments interested in improve- 
ment of school education. 

4. The Council should devote special attention to pre- 
primary and primary education. Its principal role in this 
field should be to function as an evaluator of programmes, 
as an innovator of new ideas and practices and as a promoter 
for further work that could be suggested to State Govern- 
ments and other educational authorities. 

5. National Institute of Education : Government generally 
agree with the Review Committee that tbo Departments of the 
National Institute of Education should be reorganised for 
more effective and coordinated functioning. The principal 
Departments of the Institute should be the following 

(1) Department of Social Sciences and Humanities; 

(2) Department of Science Education; 

(3) Department of Educational Psychology and Founda- 
tions of Education; 

(4) Department of Teaching Aids; 

(3) Department of Textbooks; 

(6) Department of Pre-Primary and Primary Education; 
and 

(7) Department of 1 cachet Education. 

6. In addition, there should be a separate Unit for data 
processing and educational survey. Documentation and in- 
formation services should be developed as a part of the 
activities of the Central Library of the Institute, The Depart- 
ment of Philosophical and .Sociological Foundations should be 
merged, as indicated above, in the Department of Educational 
Psychology. The Departments of Adminislration and Field 
Services should be abolished. Extension Service.^ however, 
should receive adequate attention and be developed as an 
integral part of the programmes of each individual department. 

7. Director of the Council should decide, in the light of 
the recommendations of the Review Committee and the ins- 
tructions given by the Government from time to time, the 
details of the manner in which each of these Departments 


will function and their programmes coordinated with one 
another. 

8. The Government broadly agree with the suggestions 
made by the Review' Committee regarding the future pro- 
grammes of the National Institute of Education. These 
should be considered in detail by the Director, 

9. Regional Colleges of Education : Government do not 
think it necessary to make the Regional Colleges, the cam- 
puses of tile National' Institute of Education, out a close 
uaisou between them and the National Institute of Education 
snould be estabtisued. The printary objective ol each 
Regional College should bo to become a cenU’c of excellence 
in teacher education, to provide extension services to the 
training institutions m its area and be closely involved in 
programmes of improving school education, wuhin the region, 
in general, and of teacher training in particular. 

10. Fresh admissions to tho iour-year degree course in 
technology have already been discontinued. Such admissions 
to courses in English and Commerce should be discontinued 
with effect from 1970-71. Orders regarding the four-year 
course in Science will be issued separately. The facilities and 
resources thus released should be utilised for development and 
expansion of tho one-yoar courses, for undertaking pioneering 
and experimental work in the field of training of prc-prmiaty 
arid primary teachers, tor the preparation of teacher educators 
and for development of post-graduate and lesearch pio- 
grtunmes in education. Courses in which enrolments have 
been small, may be concentrated in cme or two centres 
according to needs. The Director should examine the case 
of each Regional College separately on the basis of these 
orders and modify its programmes suitably in the Fourth Five 
Year Plan. 

11. Relations with State Education Departments ; it is 
necessary to foster closer ties between tbe Council and the 
State Education Departments. In the annual Conference of 
Education Secretaries and Directors of Public Instruction/ 
Education of States/Union Territories, therefore, adequate 
time should be set apart for considering the programmes of 
the Council and their utilisation by the State Governments. 

12. Government agree with the Review Committee that 
theie should be effective inter-change of tbe staff between 
National Institute of Education and the Regional Colleges of 
Education (including other State level organisations, for 
qualitative improvement of school education) on the one 
hand and University departments interested in school impro- 
vement on the other. For this purpose, supernumerary posts 
may be created, if necessary. 

13. Status of the Council : in view of the necessarily close 
and intimate relationship that should exist between the Coun- 
cil and the Ministry, it would not be appropriate to convert 
it either into an Institution of National Importance or a 
Deemed University under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission Act. 1956, 

14. Administrative Arrangements : Government agree with 
the Review Committee that the posts of the Director and 
Joint Director should be whole-time. The scales of pay of 
these posts and other conditions of services have recently 
been decided and communicated to the Council. Govern- 
ment do not think that tbe post of Dean, recommended by 
tbe Review Committee, is necessary. 

15. Amendments to the Constitution : Government agree 
with the Review Committee that several amendments to the 
Mcmoiandum of Association and Rules of the Council arc 
necessary to enable it to play its proper role in the improve- 
ment of school education. After examining the .suggestions 
made by the Review Committee in this regard. Government 
arc pleased to direct that the Council should take immediate 
steps to amend its Memorandum of Association! and the Rules 
on the lines indicated below : — 

I. Article 3 of the Memorandum of Association should be 
modified as follows u — 

3(1) Tlie objects of the Council shall be to assist the 
Ministry of Education and Youth Services in the formation 
and implementation of its policies and major programmes in 

the field of school education. 
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(2) For the realisation of these objectives, the Council may 
undertake any or all of the following programmes nod 
activities : — 

(a) To undertake or organise studies, investigations and 
surveys relating to school education; 

(b) To organise pre-service and in-service ti anting, 
mainly at an advanced level; 

(c) To organise extension services for such institutions 
as arc engaged in educational research, training of 
teachers or provision of extension services to schools; 

(d) To disseminate improved educational techniques and 
practices in schools; 

(e) To cooperate with and assist the State Education 
Departments, Universities and other educational 
institutions for the furtherance of Its objects; 

(f) To act as a clearing-house for ideas and information 
on all matters relating to school education; 

(g) To establish and conduct, in, any part of the coun- 
try, such institutions as may be necessary to realise 
its objectives; 

(h) To advise the State Governments and other educa- 
tional organizations and institutions on matters 
relating to school education,; 

(t) To undertake the publication ot such books, perio- 
dicals and other literature as may be necessary for 
the furtherance of its objects; 

(j) To acquire by gift, purchase, lease or otherwise any 
property, movable or immovable, which mav be 
necessary or convenient for the purposes of the 
Council and to construct, alter and maintain any 
building or buildings for the purposes of the 
Council; 

(k) To draw, make, accept, endorse, discount and nego- 
tiate Government of India and other promissory 
notes, bills of exchange, cheques or other negotiable 
instruments; 

(l) To invest the funds of the Council in such securities 
or in such manner as may from time to time be 
determined by the Executive Committee and from 
time to time, to sell or transfer such investments; 

(m) To sell, transfer, lease or otherwise dispose of all 
or any property of the Council; and 

(n) To do all s'uch things as the Council may considei 
necessary, incidental or conducive to its primal y 
objects of promoting educational research, advanced 
professional training of educational personnel, and 
the provision of extension services to educational 
institutions. 

II. Council : The Council shall consist of the following 
members 

(i) The Minister for Education and Youth Services- — 
ex-officio President; 

(ii) Chairman of the Univeisity Giunis Commission — 
ex -officio; 

(lii) Secretary to the Ministry of Education & Youlb 
Services — ex-fficio; 

(iv) Four Vice-Chancellors of Universities, one from 
each zone, nominated by the Government of India; 

(v) One leprcsentative of each State Gos eminent and 
Union Territory with a legislature, who shall be the 
Education Minister of the State/Union Territory 
(or his representative) and in the case of Delhi, tire 
Chief Executive Councillor. Delhi (or his represen- 
tative); 

(vi) All mcmbcis of the Executive Committee not in- 
cluded in the above; and 

(vii) Such othei persons, not exceeding twelve, as the 
Government of India may, from time to time, 
nominate. Not less than four of these shall be 
school teachers, 

III. Executive Committee : The affairs of the Council 
shall be administered, subject to the rules and i epnlations 


and order;, of the Council, by an Executive Committee which 
shall consist of the following : — 

(i) President of the Council who shall be the ex-officio 
President of the Executive Committee; 

(u) Director of the Council who shah be the ex-officio 
Vice-President of the Executive Committee; 

(in) Chairman ol the University Grants Commission, 
ex-officio Member; 

(iv) Four educationists with known interest in school 
education (two of whom will be school teachers) 
nominated by the President from amongst the mem- 
bers of the Council; 

(v) Joint Director of the Council; 

(vi) Two mcmbei s of the Faculty of the Council at the 
level of Professors and Pleads of Departments nomi- 
nated by the President of the Council; 

(vii) One representative of the Ministry of Education and 
Youth Services; and 

(viii) One representative of the Ministry of Finance, who 
shall also be the Financial Adviser of the Council. 

IV. Programme Advisory Committee : The Board of Educa- 
tional Studies of the Council be abolished and replaced by 
Programme Advisory Committee. 

(1) The Progiamme Advisory Committee shall make 
reconunendauons to the Executive Committee regard- 
ing the lines on which research, training, extension 
and other programmes of the Council and the 
Regional Colleges of Education should be conducted 
and the channels into which they should be guided 
in order best to serve the object of promoting the 
improvement of school education in the country, 
keeping in view the role ot tire Council us outlined 
in paragraph 3 above. It will be the responsibility 
of the Programme Advisoiy Committee to consider 
all plans, programmes, research proposals, etc. and 
to examine the academic aspects of the work of the 
National Institute of Education and the Regional 
Colleges of Education and to ensure a coordinated 
approach to the development of their programmes, 

(2) Ihe Progiamme Advisoiy Committee will consist of 
the following members : — 

Chairman 

(i) The Director of the Council 

Vice-Chairman 

(ii) Joint Director of the Council. 

(lii) Five Univeisity Professors or Heads of Departments 
representing Education and other related Disciplines, 
nominated by the President of the Council; 

(iv) Five Directors of State Institutes of Education to 
be nominated by the President of the Council in 
rotation from all States and Union Territories; 

(v) All Heads of Departments of the National Institute 
of Education and all principals of the Regional 
C olleges of Education and one Professor/Rcader 
from each Department of the National Institute of 
Education to be nominated by the Director of the 
Council. 

(3) The Programme Advisory Committee may appoint 
such Committees as it may consider necessary to deal with 
-.pedal problems or programmes entrusted to it oi with spe- 
cial aspects of its work, 

V. Appointments : The Director, the Joint Director and 
the Secretary of the Council shall be appointed by Govern- 
ment which shah prescribe their remuneration and other 
terms of service. 

VI .Relationship with the Minisuy : Government agree 
with tins Review Committee that it is necessary to redefine the 
i elationsliip between the Council and the Ministry' of Educa- 
tion & Youth Services, and to build up new relationships of 
close collaboration between them, As already stated, these 
new lelationsliips require that there should be dose linkage 
between the policies of the Government and the programmes 
of the Council and close and continuous collaboration 
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between tho officers of the Ministry and the Council. In addi- 
tion, there should be provision in the Constitution of the 
Council for the issue of directions by Government on impor- 
tant matters of policy and programmes. 

VII. Consequential Amendments ; Steps should also be 
taken to carry out such consequential amendments as may 
found to be necessary in the other rules of the Council in 
view of the amendments indicated above, 

16. Such recommendations of the Review Committee as 
have not been mentioned here should be examined and 
decided upon by the Executive Committee. 

17, Government wish to place on record their deep appre- 
ciation of the work done by the Chairman and Members of 
the Review Committee and for their valuable report,
